What is to happen 
to it? How long will it hold out? ‘These 
and a score of other questions are daily asked, 
but receive no satisfactory answer. One thing 
alone the man in the street seems to have 
made up his mind about, and »that is that Port 
Arthur must mevitably fall; that the Russians 
must give way to the Japanese. According to 
messages dated from Chefoo— 

The Chinese are leaving Port Arthur with-the 
permission of the Russian authorities. Fifty 
junks left the port with Chinese on June 8, and 
are now arriving here, the refugees including 
both merchants and coolies. The reports they 
bring vary, but they agree that a battle has 
been raging for four days within ten miles of | 
Port Arthur. Every soldier has left the fortress 
for the front, and only three large ships and 
a number of small ones remain in the harbour, 
According to the Chinese who are arriving 
here, the outer forts at. Port Arthur have been 
badly damaged by the Japanese fire, but the 
inner forts have suffered little. Many buildings 
in the town have also been destroyed. ^ The 
Chinese appear unable to give any intelligent 
report as to the condition of the fleet.

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The Dairy. 
AIRY appliances continue to be improved, and 

year by year butter-making becomes more and 

more automatic, for it has long been possible to 

do the whole of the work without once touching 

the grain with the hands, It was to perfect this 
system that the “Pure and Perfect" worker was intro- 
duced, of which I give an Illustration. Its primary object 
is that the vurious processes in the manufacture of butter 
shall be accomplished as nearly as possible automatically, 
and without having to be manipulated in any way, or even 
touched by hand. It is also urged that by this method the

manipulation is done in such a manner that the product 
cannot be otherwise than pure, because it cannot be imi- 
tated by any other process, certainly not by any system of 
blending or admixture. The butter made by this process is 
readily worked, the grain and texture being perfect. 


Bottle Grafting. 


A Stockport correspondent asks for particulars of bottle- 
grafting, which he wants to apply to some plants in his 
greenhouse, I have never given a trial to this system, but 
Í know that grafting can be done very effectually in this 
way. By taking a cutting of healthy but m young 
growth from a tree that bears good fruit it can be attached

Flowers.for Poor Soil. 


It is possible, according to Amateur. Gardening, to make 
even the poorest patch of garden bright and interesting 
by the aid of a few simple flowers. Annual Ie from 
the largest to the smallest, are willing to thrive in poor 
land, and their colours are almost innumerable. If the 
surface earth be made fine with the rake, and then 
watered, a scattering of seed and the raking back of some 
soil will be all the work needed. The Bride is a delightful 
single fringed white poppy that grows 2 fé. high, is splendid 
when growing, and can be satisfactorily used in the vases if 
picked in the expanding bud stage, or if the open blooms 
are lightly touched in the centre with gum. White Swan is 
& fringed double white that lasts long naturally when cut. 
Then there are the dazzling scarlet Tulip poppy; the 
scarlet and white fringed Mikado; the scarlet, with white 
cross, Victoria Cross; the black-spotted scarlet Mephisto ; 
the deep crimson and white Peacock, und the vivid red 
Cardinal. The giant pæony - flowered :or carnation- 
coloured, or French poppies seem to show chiefly art 
shades, and it is a delight to note what exquisite colour- 
ings, as selfs or in combination; result the sowing 
of even a penny packet of seed of each of these kinds. 
Nor must we forget that Shirley poppies are also at our 
command for the adornment of the garden's waste land. 
If the earth is well worked and watered, especially if there 
is brick rubble in it, as is generally the case in gz 
borders by walls, mignonette will succeed well, yielding 
plenty of deliciously fragrant flower for ordinary uses; 
and who does not like mignonette in their rooms ?: 


A Poultry Memo. 


A bird that has gone clean out of condition may have 
developed chronic liver disease; but it is more than likely 
that he is consumptive. There is not much of 
recovery, and it is better at once to kill the bird and end 
his miseries, -The following cure may be tried, however : 
First place him alone away from:other fowls, and, jf pos- 
sible, on a grass run. Give him a stiff dose of Epsom 
salts—say 30 grains—in a pellet of meal, or by dis- 
solving it in a small quantity of hot water, and 
forcing it into his crop by means of a syringe; on 
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strength to duck does not care how 
dirty the pool is to which she resorts with her brood, 
and if the ducklings are unable to reach and stir 
up its foul bottom, her best efforts are generally 
directed towards this end, The family is not there lon; 
ole 2 becomes a stinking mud-hole, an 
e ducklings revel and thrive.

Go to the dirtiest pond you know, thoro i 
up, and then pour the water into the drinking - dishes 
of the ducks. I have known many a case of both 
scour and binding at once put right by the curative 
agency of muddy water, and the thing can hardly be over- 
done. If the ducklings suffer from ophthalmic troubles 
such as blindness, give them muddy water in rather deep 
dishes, so that their eyes will be covered when they gabble 
in it. This will soon stay the spread of the blindness. 
Mind, Ido not at any time advise vessels to be used into 
which the ducklings ean get, and such can easily be pre- 
vented 3 the proper arrangement of pebbles in the water. 
A 'fine thing for young ducks is also the duckweed seum 
which in summer forms on the top of rather stagnant water. 
This can easily be skimmed off a pond, and the rearer will 
quickly see how the ducks appreciate it.
